The  following  is  a  report  of  Health  Activities  con- 
ducted by  the  N.H.  Division  of  Public  Health  -  Public 
Health  Nursing,  concerning  residents  of  the  town  of 
Dorchester,  for  the  year  1965- 

Home  calls  have  been  made  in  the  town  on  babies 
and  pieschool  age  children.  Children  have  received  ser- 
vices under  Crippled  Children's  Clinics,  Pediatric  Car- 
diac Clinics  and  the  school  children  had  the  opportuni- 
ty of  having  their  needed  immunizations  at  the  Canaan 
school  clinics. 

The  Sterneedle  Tuberculin  Testing  program  was 
also  conducted  in  the  Canaan  schools.  There  were  no 
reactors  to  the  test  from  Dorchester. 

Residents  of  Dorchester  are  welcome  to  attend  the 
Plymouth  Chest  x-ray  clinics  and  some  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  this  opportunity.  Written  follow-up  reports 
were  sent  all  parties  attending. 

The  town  officials  will  be  kept  informed  of  the 
Home  Care  program  of  Medicare  as  soon  as  more  in- 
formation  is  available.

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REPORT  OF  DORCHESTER  CEMETERY 
COMMITTEE 

The  North  Dorchester,  Cheever,  Blaisdell,  Town 
House,  Wright  and  the  Joshua  Rowen  Cemeteries  were 
cleaned,  grass  and  bushes  cut,  stones  re-set  and  mend- 
ed. At  the  Town  House  Cemetery  the  graves  were 
filled  in  and  seeded  over,  flag  holders  were  painted  and 
some  of  the  stones  were  cleaned.  A  granite  grave  stone 
was  obtained  from  the  government  to  mark  the  grave 
of  Civil  War  Veteran,  Daniel  Keezer,  who  is  buried 
just  outside  the  Town  House  Cemetery.  It  is  to  be 
set  in  the  Spring. 

The  Blodgett,  King-Blake,  Graham,  Thompson  Hill 
and  Norris  Cemeteries  were  partly  cleaned  and  the 
fallen  stones  mended  and  re-set. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-six  hours  of  work  was 
done  in  these  Cemeteries.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-six 
hours  of  work  was  donated  free,  by  the  committee- 
One  hundred  and  twenty  hours  was  paid  for  out  of 
the  Cemetery  Town  Funds  for  the  work  of  two  men 
— one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00). 

One  load  of  loam  and  three  bags  of  cement  were 
purchased  for  cemetery  use.  Cost  of  ($11.40)  eleven 
dollars  and   forty  cents. 

A  gift  of  land  was  given  and  deeded  to  the  Town 
for  a  cemetery.  A  gift  of  money  was  given  to  the  Com- 
mittee to  use  as  they  saw  fit  for  the  cemeteries  in  town. 
The  sum  was  fify-eight  dollars  ($58.00).  $10.00  was  us- 
ed to  mow  over  the  new  cemetery. 

Names  and  other  data  have  been  copied  from  head- 
stones and  records  are  being  made  for  future  use.
